To the Honorable, the Legislature:

The Legislative Referenc8ureau$ essential quality is its
orientation to the Wsconsin Legislature and legislative
activities. As illustrated in this report, the great bulk of our
workload is drafting legislation, providing legal advice,
researching public policy writing memos, preparing
publications,and providing library services that address the
wide range of issues facirige legislature, its committees, and

describedn this report is our adoption of the “Really Simple
Syndication” standard (RSS) for distribution ohew
information.

Our mission to deliver legislative drafting services and
information about issues to the legislature requires that we
integrateour eforts into the legislative workflowWith 102
years of experience, th&kB does this well. The legislature
determineghe public policies for the state. The LRB supports
thatprocess, and that support takes many forssseach new
policy issue emeyes, the LRB begins to accumulate relevant
library materials, develop annotated bibliographies, research
the related policy areas, answer questions at the reference
desk,respond to information requests, and draft proposed
legislationat the request of members. In some casekRBe
offersa seminar on a “hot topic,” which normally serves as a
generalorientation to a policy issue.

During the past fiscal biennium, the LRB has worked hard to
maintainits highlevel of service, both in terms of quality and
quantity of services, whilefacing significant budget
reductions.| believe we have managed to do this through a
seriesof cost savings, careful planning, and simple hard work.

During the past yeathe LRBS general counsel has taken the
leadin defending the director of the LegislatiVechnology
ServicesBureau (OI'SB) in litigation related to a subpoena for
confidential legislative records. This litigatiomeaches
fundamentatonstitutional and legal issuebthe separation
of powers and the legislatuseindependence from the
executive branch.  The issuednvolved are strictly
nonpartisanand giverthe importance of the issues, the LRB
is pleasedto support the TSB and the institutional
prerogative®f the legislature in this litigation.

Also notable in the past year is the enormous amount of work
doneby the LRB toprepare for its move across the capitol
square. In October 2003, we will move to One East Main
Street. This move, which is theulmination of five years of
planning, holds majorstrategic importance for the LRB
becausghe new layout matches the LRBworkflow and
situatesthe entire bureau on one flpoather than having it
spreadout over four floors as in our current space. This
building also houses our sister agencies, the Legislative Fiscal
Bureauand the Legislative Council. Although most of the
new office space will reuse the fixtures and finishes left
behindby the State Lawibrary when it vacated the space, the
public counters at the entry to the bureau Wéldecorated in
aclassic style reminiscent of the public areas in the capitol.
